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To the Board of Assessors 
Town of Waldoboro, Maine 
Gentlemen: 


This is more or less a review of matters pertaining 
to the revaluation of various real and personal proper- 
ties that appear to need readjustment on a compara- 
tive basis, as well as those properties where major im- 
provements have been completed. A greater number 
of properties were considered this past year than had 
been considered before. It was evident that a great 
majority accepted our judgement as only three land 
owners registered any form of protest. There are 
still many more cases to be considered but, due to the 
limited time allowed for assessing, they cannot be en- 
tirely covered in any one year . 


This brings again the question of total revaluation 
by professional appraisers. This subject is still con- 
troversial, with many arguments in favor and almost 
as many against. Once done, however, it would no 
doubt be accepted as fair adjustment, provided the 
assessors stood behind the adjusted valuation, and 
also that the records are accurately kept up to date. 


The State assessors have set a valuation of this 
town of nearly two and one-half times the present 
total. Should the assessors decide to adopt this val- 
uation the tax rate would be much less but the total 
bill to the tax-payer would be the same. Futhermore, 
it would in no way change the inequalities that now 
exist. There would be other difficulties in adjusting 
the values of vacant and waste land, and properties ~ 
that have been more or less abandoned. 
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The increase in tax rate was due, in part, to reduced 
inventories, including stock-in-trade, live stock and 
poultry. On sixty-two farms the 1955 inventories 
showed a drop in the number of chickens as of April 
Ist of 30% from that of 1954. On ninety-two farms for 
the same period the drop in the number of hens was 
20%. This made a total drop of over 53,000 birds. All 
these items added to the increase in the county tax 
and school appropriations results in a necessarily in- 
creased tax rate. 


Another point to be considered seriously is the 
relation of assessed values to sale prices. In the last 
three years assessed land valuations averaged 13.6% 
of the sale prices. On properties including both land 
and buildings the average was 18.08% of sale prices. 


There are a large number of boat owners in the 
town and, according to some of the owners, the same 
imequalities in valuations exist as in other properties. 
There are special forms that I would recommend to 
be sent to all boat owners so that the assessors may 
have a better description in order to set proper valua- 
fions. 


The foregoing points have ‘been placed in this 
report to show the necessity of readjustments in valua- 
tions of both real and personal properties. 


More inventory forms were filed last year than 
In previous years. I would recommend that the pre- 
sent forms be further simplified and sent every tax- 
payer as usual. 

Through the years real estate property inventory 
sheets have been sent out and many of them have been 
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filed. Whether it is adviseable to continue this is a 
question. On those presently filed many of the bound- 
ary descriptions are taken from old and out-of-date 
deeds and do not cover present day owners. The 
same method of description seems to be a habit of most 
lawyers in transfering properties, with listed abuttors 
who are either unknown or have passed away some 
time back. These facts make it almost impossible to 
keep the records as they should be kept. This is not 
a criticism of the transfer agents, it only shows the 
necessity for a proper survey of each piece of real es- 
tate before transfer. 


With filing of inventories, descriptions and other 
information I believe that a call from the assessors or 
their representative is essential to good feeling be- 
tween the taxpayers and the town officers. 


I wish to thank the Assessors, the Town Manager, 
Messrs. Hobbs and Shute, together with Mrs. Curtis, 
for their cooperation. My relations with them and 
ninety-nine percent of the taxpayers have been very 
pleasant.

The Town Welfare Expense has increased about 
$1,200 during the past year, and it was necessary to ask 
for an additional amount of $1,500 at a Special Town 
Meeting in November, 1955. At the present time, we 
have six Old Age Assistance cases in nursing homes, 
and two Town Welfare cases in nursing homes. The 
expense to the Town for these two cases in 1955 amoun- 
ted to $2,826.49.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICE - 1955 


Public Health Nursing activities in Waldoboro 
followed a fairly well established schedule during 
the past year. Many home visits were made in the 
interest of family health. 
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Child health conferences were held in May, June 
and July with a very large attendance of infants and 
preschool children. The complete series and booster 
innoculations of diptheria, whooping cough and tet- 
anus were given, also small pox vaccinations. Phys- 
ical examinations were done by Dr. A. Franklin Ran- 
dolph and Dr. Lester Gross. 


In March one school immunization clinic was 
held with Dr. Randoiph, school physician, in atten- 
dance. Small pox vaccinations and booster innocula- 
tions against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus 
were given. 


After some delay the Salk polio vaccine program 
got underway in June with a second clinic held in 
September. Thirty-four children were given two: 
doses of the vaccine by Dr. Randolph. The vaccine 
was provided free by the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis. 


Many resources, both local and state, were used 
in planning for the promotion of health and the cor- 
rection of remedial defects during the year. It would 
be impossible in this brief report to give recognition 
to all who have so generously and ably assisted in 
the health program. Special appreciation goes to 
members of the Parent Teacher Association for their 
interest and tireless efforts toward attaining a goal of 
better health for all members of the community. 


Plans for 1956 include school physical examina- 
tions of children in grades two, five, eight and eleven. 
Salk polio vaccine will be offered free to all school 
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children in the first grade through freshman year in 
high school. 


The services of your public health nurse are avail- 
able to all citizens of Waldoboro. Requests for as- 
sistance with health problems are always welcome.

Pursuant to your annual request we are submit- 
ting data on the finances and services of the Library 
Association. As usual the data covering the period 
from mid-January to May first will be based largely 
on estimates and approximations.

and maintenance. The present overcrowded condi-

Chairman, Executive Committee 
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Report of the Planning and Zoning Committee 


At its 1955 annual meeting the Town appropriated 
$500.00 for the use of this Committee for the purposé@’ 
of procuring professional and engineering counsel and 
material for the preparation of a planning survey of 
the town. Of that amount the sum of $37.00 was used 
for the services of Mr. Ken Shroeter, Bangor’s city 
planner. 


Out of this counsel came the start of a basic land- 
use survey program. Now, just in case this term 
land-use may not be familiar to everyone, let us stop 
to say that it is the key word around which all such 
surveys are made and on which all municipal planning 
depends. The land itself is the only basis for an engi- 
neering frame of reference for all the uses which the 
land presently sustains and all that may later be pro- 
jected upon it, such as roads, streets, homes, factories, 
parking lots, stores, water lines, sewer lines, telephone 
and power lines, etc. It includes also all vacant land 
and its possible potentials. 


When completed, this survey will not be just a 
large, loose collection of such data, but will be well 
organized and graphically presented in permanent 
form for the constant use and reference of the town 
officials as well as the planning board, itself. It rep- 
resents the very basis on which all good zoning must 
depend. 


The first requirement of such a program is what 
is called a BASE MAP of the town, from which all 
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other sectional and informational maps and charts 
are constructed. When this stage is reached the co- 
operative effort of many citizens outside of the com- 
mittee will be needed; that is, working up the informa- 
tion for the supplementary maps and charts, by sections 
and areas of the town, as drawn. 

At the last meeting before this report, it was 
decided that a re-definition of the street lines was the 
first matter of importance, for which the Town Man- 
ager and representatives of the Committee visited the 
County Commissioners. It is expected that line mar- 
kers will soon be established.

DUTCH ELM DISEASE PROGRAM 
DECEMBER 1, 1955 


- The American Elm is the most widely used shade 
tree in Maine. It is estimated that there are 400,000 
elm shade trees in the built up sections, with a value 
of $40,000,000. An immediate, aggressive program is 
needed to prevent widespread destruction by the Dutch 
Elm Disease. Experience in other states indicates that 
the best means of lessening losses from the disease is to 
maintain elms in a healthy condition by sanitation 
measures. In addition feeding and spraying are often 
advisable. 


State Participation (Maine Forest Service) 


1. It will continue its scouting program and as- 
sist and advise municipalities and individuals 
in all phases of the program. 

9. When diseased elms are found, owners and 
municipal officers will be notified. 

3. Within the limits of state funds for this pur- 
purpose, it may cooperate with municipalities 
or individuals in approved disposal of diseased 
elms. From July 1, 1955 to June 30, 1956 state 
cooperation will be up to 40% of removal costs. 


Municipalities 


1. They should alert their citizens about the 
problem and program needed, have active qual- 
ified tree wardens, and obtain appropriations 
for shade tree care. 
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2. They should initiate and must approve all 
Dutch Elm Disease tree removal projects in 
which the state is to participate. 

3. They must establish control areas approved 
by the Maine Forest Service immediately after 
notification of presence of the disease, if they 
are to receive state reimbursement beyond the 
removal of the first diseased trees. A control 
area consists of the elms that the municipalities 
and individuals desire to protect, surrounded 
by a 500 ft. buffer zone. Dead and dying elm 
wood in this area is to be continually removed 
destroyed. They shall prepare duplicate maps 
showing control areas, one copy for their of- 
fice and one for the Maine Forest Service, and 
maintain records of work done in them. 

The Dutch Elm Disease problem is so important 
it requires immediate active participation, cooperation, 
and coordination from the owner, municipality, and 
the State.

~ Report on 
Shellfish Management Program 
February 13, 1956

Gentlemen: ‘ 

The last session of Legislature provided funds 
with which the Department of Sea and Shore Fisheries 
was empowered to expand and conduct the shellfish 
management program which has been evolved during 
the last nine years of study. Part of this program has 
been conducted in the towns of Waldoboro and Bremen 
with the cooperation of local clamming interests and 
town officials. 


During the month of July I surveyed much of the 
clam producing area in Waldoboro and Bremen, both 
with Dr. Norman Bailey of our department, and with 
local diggers and members of the clam committee. 
This clam Committee was nominated at a public meet- 
ing called on July 25, 1955 to discuss the clam Manage- 
ment program and its applications in Waldoboro. Wal- 
doboro members are Herman Nash, chairman, Ralph 
Eugley, Myron Chase, and Bryant Levensaler: Bremen 
members include Edwin Collamore, Herbert McLain, 
and Lyn Castner. 


This committee after due consideration recom- 
mended closure of six clam flats, three in Waldoboro 


(Page 60) 


and three in Bremen; they also proposed a town license 
to provide funds for supplemental enforcement. At 
the public hearing called to consider these proposals 
the licensing was rejected, and with it the supplemen- 
tal enforcement. On that basis the closures were 
limited to the flats from Stahls Bar to Moses Point in 
Waldoboro, and the portion of Greenland Cove north 
of Sams Cove in Bremen. 


The clams in the Waldoboro closure were mod- 
erately growing stock of nearly legal size. With the 
addition of the 1955 and 1956 spring growth, most of 
these clams should be ready to harvest. At that time 
it may be advisable to consider closing another of the 
likely areas. 


In Greenland Cove, on the other hand, the heav- 
lest concentration of clams are a set of 1954 clams 
which have not been badly attacked by crabs as yet. 
There is little point in opening this section until a 
significant part of the population is marketable. 

A small planting of quahaugs was made on Gross 
Neck before it was realized that a scattered native 
population exists in the Waldoboro River. In the 
event of a favorable spawning season this planting 
may increase and quahaug seed available. 


Our work in Waldoboro and Bremen has been 
made pleasant by the cooperation of the diggers and 
town officials. Continued application of sound con- | 
servation policies in the future should benefit all who 
are engaged in the clam industry.

Report of The Schoo! Department 


TO THE CITIZENS OF WALDOBORO: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools 
is hearby respectfully submitted. 


An unusually small number of faculty changes 
occurred during the past year. In the high school, 
Clarence Merryfield was engaged to teach Vocational 
Agriculture after Robert Beedy resigned last June and 
Farwell Sawin was hired to teach Mathematics and 
Science in the new position that was established in the 
school. Mrs. Iva Cooper, Music Supervisor for the 
two Grade Buildings, is the only new teacher in the 
grades. 


The new position in the high school was establish- 
ed to maintain a reasonable pupil load per teacher and 
to broaden the Mathematics program. The school has 
been operating with a smaller staff than that of the aver- 
age high school of its size. The addition of another 
teacher to the faculty enables the school to require 

‘some Mathematics of all students and also to offer a 
Senior Mathematics Course which includes Trigonome- 
try to the college preparatory students. 


Enrollment data as of January shows a total school 
population of 554 which is a decrease of 6 from that of 
one year ago. There will be an increase each year for 
at least the next two years. The increase will be at the 
high school level. 
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The School Lunch Program in the Miller School 
has been operating successfully since early in Novem- 
ber. The Friendship Street School will be included in 
the program as soon as funds for more equipment are 
available. It is estimated that the cost of essential 
equipment will be $500. to $1,000., dependent on the 
amount of government surplus equipment that may 
be available. It appears now that the program will 
receive some equipment from the Government. 


One change will have to be made in the convey- 
ance system during the next year. The operator of 
the contract bus on the West Waldoboro Route is giv- 
ing up the route in June. In preparing the budget, it 
has been assumed that it will be possible to contract 
for the service and in doing so that a larger bus can be 
secured for the route. 


An article appears in the town warrant asking the 
town to appoint a committee to work with the school 
committee in surveying the school building needs of the 
town as well as the vocational shop needs. Approved 
shop space must be provided by September 1957, if 
the town wishes to continue to have a vocational course 
in the high school that will include shop work for the 
boys. The town appropriated $2000. last year in order 
to establish a building fund for ashop. It appears more 
important this year to ask the town to delegate to a 
committee the responsibility of arriving at definite — 
recommendations and plans than it does to ask for an 
appropriation. If the town chooses to appoint a com- 
mittee as requested in the article, the town is also asked 
to give the committee the responsibility of surveying 
building needs in general inorder that its reeommend- 
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ations may not overlook the place of the shop in any 
general future needs that the committee may discover. 


The total school appropriations recommended for 
next year show an increase of $9460. over those of last 
year. The increase requested is due partly to an in- 
crease in operating expenses, but it is due to a greater 
extent to a decrease in income from the State and from 
high school tuition. The town will receive $4185. less 
from the State during 1956 and the income from tui- 
tion will be $4500. less than it was during 1955. In 
order to operate during 1956 at the level of expendi- 
tures made in 1955, it would be necessary to make up 
by local appropriations the above losses of income 
which amount to $8685. The budget for next year 
has been carefully prepared in order to avoid any 
larger increase due to operating expenses than appears 
absolutely necessary because of the effect that the loss 
of income will have on the 1956 appropriations. 


It is recommended that the appropriation for re- 
pairs be maintained at about the same level as last 
year. In asking for $3000. the School Department is 
planning to spend $500. on the grounds and $200 on 
waterproofing at the Miller School. The work started 
last year on the grounds has not been completed and 
the north end of the building should be waterproofed 
in order to keep the basement free of water during 
rain storms. The waterproofing that was done last 
summer on the east side of the Miller School appears 
to have taken care of the water on that side. The 
School Department has a planned maintenance pro- 
gram that it would like to carry out and hopes that 
unanticipated repairs for the coming year will not pre- 
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vent greater progress on it than was possible last 
year. 

The usual financial and statistical information 
follows this part of the report.

January 1, 1955 to January 1, 1956 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Waldoboro 
has been completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1955. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Assessor, Town Manager, Tax Collector, Treasurer 
and Town Clerk. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures and the 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and sched- 
ules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the Town. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $23,271.15 was reconciled with the state- 
ment furnished by the Depositors’ Trust Company of Waldoboro, 
Maine. Petty cash was verified by actual count. 


Other assets including taxes, accounts receivable, tax liens, 
and tax deeds were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled 
with the balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


Liabilities 


Total general fund liabilities amounted to $500.00 which rep- 
resented a trust fund held in general cash awaiting acceptance by 
vote of the Town. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the departmental accounts shows a total 
amount of $5,963.03 (Exhibit D) representing various account 
balances which are carried forward to the ensuing year. A capi- 
tal reserve fund for Equipment totals $684.01 and the capital re- 
serve fund for school shop totals $2,010.00. 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to $30,175. 
74, an increase of $2,059.50 for the year. This change was oc- 
casioned principally by excise taxes less appropriations made 
from surplus to various deartmental accounts as shown by -Ex- 
hibit E. 
Debt Fund 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects the outstanding notes and bonds of the 
Town which are to be retired from revenues of future years in 
the amount of $27,302.38. At December 31, 1955 this long term 
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debt amounted to $30,000.00 consisting of highway notes of 
$6,000.00 and refunding bonds of $24,000.00. 


Trust Funds 


An examination of the various funds held in trust by the 
Town revealed that the total amount of trust fund principals was 
$43,002.00. Earnings of the various funds amounted to $1,589.43. 
Expenditures for the year totaled $657.90. Unexpended income 
totaled $3,544.74. The time deposits, stocks and bonds were ex- 
amined. 


General 


‘An examination of the town clerk's records revealed that 
appropriations from unappropriated surplus were authorized by 
vote of townspeople as summarized below:

The following recommendations appear worthy of consider- 
ation: 

1. That for all monies received by the town, a treasurer’s 
receipt should be issued and entered in the Selectmen’s records. 
During the past year porcupine bounties have been handled as 
cash transactions. Interest on trust funds has been deposited di- 
rect to the savings accounts. 


2. That the tax liens have costs and interest added to the 
principal amount of the lien. 


3. That after the eighteen month period of redemption of 
tax liens has expired they be carried as tax acquired property. 


4. That the stock held in trust funds be sold and the proceeds 
reinvested in U. S. Government bonds. 


5. That treasurer’s receipts be issued for withholding taxes 
and social security deductions. 


6. It appears that some of the accounts could be combined 
without impairing the efficiency of the records. 
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Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. 


Receipts, vouchers, and cancelled checks were examined for 
a selected period, and major increases or decreases in revenue 
and expenditures over previous years were explored. Trust and 
special fund transactions were reviewed. Excise tax collections 
were verified by examination of the copies of the receipts retain- 
ed by the collector. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the muni- 
cipality were reviewed to determine that related financial trans- 
actions were properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed advisable to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at December 31, 1955, and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.

Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Waldoboro: 


The highway improvement program has been con- 
tinued during the past year. Reconstruction in sev- 
eral locations; ditching; grading, and installation of 
new culverts have been continued. 

The long-range highway program will be reviewed 
this spring, and road repair and reconstruction will be 
considered with future travel in mind. 

Article 8. The increase in Administration is due 
largely to the following: transfer of Town Meetings 
and Elections, previously shown under Town Clerk’s 
Office Appropriation; Travel Expense of the Manager, 
to be charged to this account instead of Highways, and 
several other small increases which were indicated by 
the previous year’s expenditures. 

The appropriation for the Police Department in- 
cludes the wages for the Chief of Police, which was 
previously appropriated under Special Police ap- 
propriation. The travel allowance for the Chief is 
under a Special Article. We recommend that the Chief 
of Police be continued on a full-time basis. 

The Town Welfare expense has continued to in- 
crease, and it is necessary to ask for $1,000 additional 
appropriation in this account for 1956. 

The Interest Account appropriation has been re- 
duced by $978. We are applying interest received by 
the Town for overdue taxes to this account; thereby 
reducing the amount to be appropriated. 
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Article 9. The Special Roads Appropriation has 
been reduced by $1,000. A Special Article for Road 
Equipment for $1,000, to be appropriated from Surplus, 
is included in the Warrant. 

Articles 14, and 15. Because of the prevalence of 
the Dutch Elm Disease, in this area, we must take every 
precaution to prevent the loss of our elms and to con- 
trol the spread of this disease. It will mean spraying, 
care and pruning of these trees this spring. 


The appropriations asked for in these two articles 
will continue the program started last year. 


Article 17. We recommend that $2,700 of the ac- 
cumulated Debt Reduction Fund be applied this year 
to reduce the Refunding Bond Debt and the balance 
of the fund to be credited to Surplus. 

Article 21. We are asking for a direct appropria- 
tion for the Road Equipment Fund account this year, 
and have reduced by $1,000 the amount of the Special 
Roads appropriation requested under Article 9. 

Article 28. This article is included to obtain a 
vote to reappropriate the several unexpended accounts 
for the fiscal year 1956. 

Article 33. These old Tax Deeds are worthless, 
and should be charged off to the Surplus Account.

To Clarence Lee, a Constable of the Town of Waldo- 
boro, in the County of Lincoln. 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Waldoboro, in said County, qualified by law 
to vote in Town Affairs, to meet at the Auditorium of 
the High School Building, in said Town, on Monday, 
the fifth day of March, A. D., 1956 at one-thirty o’clock 
in the afternoon then and there to vote on the follow- 
ing articles to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at 
said Meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all the necessary Town Of- 
ficers for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to fix 
the date when the taxes of 1956 shall be committed to 
the Collector, and also when settlement shall be made 
with the Town by the Collector. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will fix a date 
when taxes shall be due and payable. 


Article 5. Tosee if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Tax Collector to charge and collect interest at a

To see if the Town will vote to auth- 
orize the Moderator to appoint two members to the 
Planning & Zoning Board for three-year terms.

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NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing, to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
Town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
Town directs, to make and bring in to them true and 
perfect lists of their polls, and all their estates, real 
and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the Ist day of April of 
the same year. If any resident owner after such notice 
does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his 
right to make application to the Assessors or the 
County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.
